Be it enaded by the Legislative Assembly of the Territoryof Minnesota :

Beeriox 1.7 That William L. Baoning, Lyman Dayton, John B, Bris-
bin, B. ¥. Hoyt, John Esaias Warren, Edward D. Neill, Henry L. Moss,
J. H. Stewart, George L. Becker, Henry M, Nichols, Alexander Ramsay,
Charles A. Williams, Henry M. Rice, Gideon H. Pond, Henry F. Mas-
terson, John R. Irvine, Charles S. LeDuc, A. G. Fuller, William R. Mar-
ghall, 8. J. McMillan, Joseph C. Whitney, and their successors, ba and they
are hereby created a hody corporate to be styled * The Board of Trustees
of the College of Paul ;” and by that name to remain in perpetoal suc-
cession with full power to sne 2nd be sued, plead and be impleaded, to ac-
quire, hold, and convey property, resl and personul ; to have and to use n
commeon seal ; to make and slter from time to time such lawful regulations
a3 they may deem necessary for the government of said institution, and to
have power to confer on those whom they may deem worthy, all honors
and degrees nsoally conferred by Colleges and Universities. .

Sec. 2. That the said institution shall bo located upon grounds in or
near the City of St. Paul, which,vith the necessary buildings and necessary
personal property belongiog to said corporation, shall be exempt from taxa-
tion,

Sec. 3. Thaobject of the Institution shall be to afford instruction in
English literatore, in Ancient and Meodern Languages, in Mathematics,
and the Natural Sciences, and in the application of Science to Agricultore
and the Professions. ]

Seo. 4.- That the Board of Trusiees shall have power to appoint a
President, Secretary and Tressurer, and such Agents as they may deem
necessary, and shall fill all vacancies that may occur in their own lLoard,
by resipnation, death, or neglect for more than one year to atiend to the
duties of the Trustees ; also to appoint such officers, professors, and teach-
ers as the Institution and government of the Institution may require.
Also to prescribe and direct the course of studies to be pursued in the In-
stitntion and its departments.

Sec. 5. The Board of Trustees shall consist of twenty-one members,
with power to increase their number to twentyfive, five of whom shall
constitate s quornm for the transaction of business. Said Board of Trus-
tees shall hold their first annnal meeting in St. Pzul, on the first Monday
in April, and afterwards they shall meet on their own appointments, but in
in cases of emergency, the President, with the concurrence of two "Frus-
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tees, may call a specinl meeting, or any five members may call such meet-
ing by giving notice to ench member at least ten days before the time
of such meeting.

Beo. 6. That said Board of Trustees shall faithfully apply all fands by
them collected or received, according to their best judgment, in erecting
snitable buildings, supporting the necessary officers and instractors, and in

rocuring books and apparatus necessary to the saccess of the Institation.
E’rovided, nevertheleas, that in care any donation or bequest be made for
particolar purposes, the same shall be applied in conformity {0 the condi-
tigns or designs expressed by the denor.

Sgc. 7. ot the Treasurer of this Institution shall always, and sli
other agents when required, before entering upon the duties of their ep-
pointments, give bond for the security of the Corporation and of the

Public, and 1o such penal sum, and with such secnrities as the Board of
Trustees shall approve.

Sec. 9. That any articles of incorporation of the College of St. Paul,
filed under the provisions of the General Incorporntion Act of this Ter-
ritory, are null and void after the passage of this act: Provided, that the
cosporation hereby created shall sncceed to all the rights and privileges
which may belong to the College of St. Paul, under any prior articles of
incorporation.

Sec. 10.  This act shall take effect from and after its possagh,
